School Board presents 
statement on fate of 


Savage teachers

Members of the audience at Monday’s 
special meeting of the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education scratched 
their heads as they tried to figure out just 
what was the status of the five suspended 
teachers at Savage Elementary. 

School Board President Brent Mikulski 
read a wordy statement, obviously written 
by a lawyer, and said that was all that he 
could say. 

It was after a 50-minute closed-door 
session the board held with its attorney at 
the very beginning of the board meeting. 
Vice president Martha Toth was again 
absent from the board meeting. 

After board members took their seats, 
President Mikulski read the following 
statement: 

“District legal representatives and MEA 
representatives met today to negotiate a 
global resolution to the Savage M-STEP 
issues and have conceptually agreed to 
a resolution that brings closure to this 
issue including reinstating the teachers. 
The details of this agreement are being 
reviewed and the parties remain hopeful 
that a resolution will be forthcoming as 
soon as possible.” 

Mikulski added, “Hopefully, a resolution 
will be forthcoming.” He said that’s all he 
could say. 

The agenda approved by the board had 
public comment only before Mikulski read 
his statement and no one had any questions 
at that point. 

After two business items, Mikulski 
asked for a motion to adjourn, but former 
board member Scott Russell came to 
the microphone and said according to 
the board’s bylaws, they have to allow 
comments from the audience. 

Mikulski said for special meetings, which 
this was, they only allow public comment

VBT Board wants to know what police 
are doing about armed robberies

Van Buren Township Trustee Brenda 
McClanahan asked what police are doing 
about the recent armed robberies and a 
shooting incident that occurred in the 
township recently. 

At the end of the township board meeting 
on March 15, Trustee McClanahan said 
people in her neighborhood have been 
asking about the serious crimes. 

On the front page of the March 10 issue of 
the Independent, VBT police reported three 
armed robberies, one unarmed robbery, 
and an incident with multiple shots fired at 
a man on March 1-6. 
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Supervisor Linda Combs said she would 
talk to Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
and report back at the next meeting. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said in three areas 
the people were armed. 

“We need all our eyes and ears open,” 
Trustee Miller said. 

In other business at the 20-minute March 
15 meeting, the board: 

e Approved the second reading and final 
adoption of six ordinances as recommended 
by the public safety department, concerning 
controlled substances, telecommunications, 
burglar’s tools, Super Drunk status, and 
driving a boat while intoxicated. Supervisor 
Linda Combs said they failed to take a roll 
call vote on the first reading and so they 
were sure to make this vote by roll call; 

e Approved the amended 2016 Planning 
Fee Schedule with an effective date of Jan. 
1, reducing some of the fees retroactively. 
Trustee Jeff Jahr had voiced concerns about

School Board OKs 
$180,000 to help 
pave McBride Road

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education unanimously agreed to chip 
in up to $180,000 towards the paving of 
McBride Road, the deteriorated roadway 
in front of McBride Middle School that has 
brought many complaints from parents. 

The vote was taken at Monday’s work- 
study meeting that was transformed into a 
special meeting so action could be taken. 

Director of Plant Operations James 
Williams said Van Buren Township 
approached the school district and asked if 
it was interested in participating in a grant 
to get McBride paved. 

He said he asked the school attorney 
if Sinking Funds could be used for road 
paving and the attorney said it could. 
Williams said there are funds in the Sinking 
Fund account that could be used. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development for Van Buren 
Township, explained the proposal, with the 
help of VBT’s consulting engineer Dave 
Nummer from Wade Trim. 

Akers said Wayne County has the Local 
Partnership for Local Roads, which VBT 
used in 2015 to pave Dewitt, Jeannette, 
and Venetian roads and roads in Walden 
Woods. This was on an 80%-20% deal, 
with the county paying 80% and property 
owners on the streets agreeing to a special 
assessment district to pay the 20%. 

This local road grant money was put in 
place by former Wayne County Executive 
Bob Ficano. 

Akers said the county has another 
$750,000 for a local road project. He said 
the paving of McBride between Quirk and 
Beck roads is expected to cost $882,890.13 
and 20% of that is $176,500. 

Board president Brent Mikulski asked 
if this could be done in the summer when 
school is not in session. 

Engineer Nummer said the plan would be 
to start after school is out and be done before 
school starts again. He said they have to 
get started quickly with specifications and 
bids before a contractor is selected. 

Akers said this time instead of having 
homeowners pay, they have asked the

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VBT to hold workshop for those 
who apply sealants to local drives

The Van Buren Township Planning and 
Economic Development Department is 
hosting a workshop for local businesses 
on the township’s new ordinance that bans 
the use of coal tar sealants on drives and 
parking lots. 

The public meeting will be held at 7 p.m., 
Thursday, March 31, in the VBT board 
meeting room. 

Department Deputy Matthew Best said 
the meeting will inform participants of the 
reasons for the coal tar sealant ban and how 
the township will proceed in the enacting 
of the ordinance. 

But, the meeting may turn into more 
than the township telling the businesses 
what they are allowed to do under the new 
ordinance. 

The coal tar industry is fighting back. 

Anne LeHuray, Ph.D., executive director 
of the Pavement Coatings Technology 
Council, based in Alexandria, VA, sent 
a letter to Best saying that several of her 
group’s members sent her copies of the 
invitation they received. 

Dr. LeHuray said PCTC is the trade 
association of the sealcoat manufacturers, 
most of which, she said, are family owned 
small businesses. She disputed some of the 
statements in Best’s letter and sent on a 
list of links to other publications that give 
different scientific information. 

“Please pass the links and the list of 
publications along for evaluation to the 
scientists Van Buren Township relied 
on in development of its ordinance, as it 
appears from the content of your letter 
that peer-reviewed science papers that 
reach conclusions contrary to some of the 
statements in your letter may have been 
overlooked, leading Van Buren Township 
to adopt an ordinance that is a solution in 
search of a problem,” Dr. LeHuray said, 
asking to be put on the agenda. 

She told the Independent she plans to be 
at the March 31 meeting. 

She also asked for time on the agenda for 
one of the engineers from a PCTC-member 
company with knowledge of the efficacy 
and benefits of all types of sealcoat. 

During the March 16 meeting of the 
VBT Environmental Commission, the coal 
tar ordinance was discussed. Best said his 
agenda for the meeting included Rebecca 
Esselman of the Huron River Watershed 
Council to talk about coal tar in general. 

Then, Dr. David Wilson, a member of the 
commission and leader in the fight to ban 
coal tar, will give a resident’s point of view. 
Also, Best will reassure the businesses 
that the township’s goal is education and 


the township can put them in touch with 
companies that sell asphalt to use instead 
of coal tar. 

Best said he did some research and found 
the difference in cost between asphalt and 
coal tar is $80. 

Dr. Wilson said Dr. LeHuray is trying to 
create confusion, uncertainty and doubt. 

“I don’t know if her on the agenda is 
appropriate,” Best said, adding it appears 
LeHuray wants a debate on whether PAH 
is harmful. 

“We’ve already passed the ordinance,” 
Best said. “If she thinks it’s wrong, 
she should come to the Environmental 
Commission to discuss it, since the 
commission recommended its approval to 
the township board and could recommend 
changes.” 

Dr. Wilson said the commission should 
consider who she works for and, “look at 
whose bread she eats.” He said she wants 
to pit her scientists against U.S. Geological 
Survey scientists. 

“We have to hear both sides,” Best 
counseled, saying she should speak to the 
commission. “We can hear them and weigh 
them.” 

“Keep in mind the source,” Dr. Wilson 
warned. “I have seen this so many times 

“Let’s invite her to the commission,” said 
Commission Chairman Dave Brownlee.” 

Best said she would have to fly from 
Alexandria, VA, to attend the VBT meeting. 
He said the interest in VBT is probably 
because, “We’re the first municipality in 
the nation to put a limit on PAH.” 

“I have confidence in you to make the 
right decision,’ Best said of what Dr. 
LeHuray will be requesting. 

Best said Essleman and he have put the 
agenda together for the March 31 meeting, 
with a question and answer part for 
contractors. 

“It could turn into a Lakeshore Ordinance 
meeting,” Best commented, referring to the 
recent lively meetings on that topic. 

“I will contact her and invite her to the 
next Environmental Commission meeting 
[April 20]. 

“The workshop is an open meeting,” Best 
reminded the commission.

Armed robbery suspect in Holiday 
Inn hold-up to be in court April 6

Michael Paul Sosa, 29, a resident of 
Quirk Subdivision in Van Buren Township 
is in the Wayne County Jail on a charge of 
armed robbery in the March 4 holdup of 
the Holiday Inn Express on the North I-94 
Service Drive. 

He appeared by video before 34" District 
Court Judge Brian Oakley for his probable 
cause conference on March 16. 

Court attorney David Lankford told the 
judge that Sosa originally had a court- 
appointed attorney, but would be retaining 
another lawyer who would not be ready 
until the first of April. 

Judge Oakley adjourned Sosa’s probable 
cause conference for three weeks, until 
April 6. 

Lankford said Sosa also has a Michigan 
Department of Corrections hold on him. 
Sosa has been labeled a four-time habitual 
offender and was on parole at the time of 
the robbery. 

He is being held on $100,000 cash bond. 

Van Buren Township Police said the 
armed robbery took place at about 10:40 
p.m. March 4 at the Holiday Inn Express, 
46194 N. I-94 Service Drive. 

Employees of the motel described the 
suspect as a white male wearing a black 
coat with hood and a red hat. He was armed 
with a knife and fled with cash taken from 


the motel. 

Officers located Sosa who was wearing 
clothing matching the description and 
found behind another business in the area. 
Anamount of U.S.currency was discovered 
on him that matched the amount taken in 
the robbery. 

Police said Sosa gave a full confession to 
detectives as to his role in the robbery. 

John Curtis Robertson 

John Curtis Robertson, 24, has been 
charged with unauthorized driving away of 
a motor vehicle, receiving and concealing 
the vehicle, assault on a police officer, and 
obstruction by disguise on March 3. He is 
being held in the Wayne County Jail on 
$40,000/10% bond. 

Robertson is scheduled to have his 
preliminary exam at 34" District Court on 
March 23 before Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green. 

The incident started out in Sumpter 
Township where Robertson worked at an 
establishment. He is accused of stealing a 
car from a coworker and driving off with 
it. He ended up in a ditch in Van Buren 
Township where he ran off and struggled 
with police and gave a false name as 
identification. 

VBT Police Lt. Charles Bazzy said 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s office 
combined the Sumpter and VBT offenses 
into one set for the prosecution.

school. 

“We received preliminary approval from 
the county,” Akers said. He said they would 
have a community meeting before starting 
construction so residents could have their 
questions answered. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier asked if Williams 
was sure the school district could use 
Sinking Funds on the road since the district 
does not own the road. 

Williams said he took it to the auditors 
and the auditors said it was allowable. 

Trustee Frazier said that was critical 
since if the Sinking Funds were misspent, 
the district never would be allowed to have 
Sinking Funds again. 

“Exactly,” said Interim Superintendent 
Shonta Langford Green, indicating that is 
why they checked carefully. She said the 
township can’t move forward without the 
school district. 

“They need a stakeholder,” Green said. 

“It will save us $180,000 in bus 
maintenance,” Frazier said, half jokingly. 

Secretary Kevin English asked if they 
would be putting in sidewalks and Akers 
said the county intended the money for 
roads and the township has no money for 
sidewalk improvement. 

Frazier suggested the township talk to the 
homeowners to see if they would pay for 
sidewalks. 

At the end of the meeting when people 
were allowed to comment, Angela Mears 
said the paving of McBride would be 
fantastic, but without sidewalks it would 
be scary since students walk on the road to 
get to and from school and traffic would be 
going more rapidly. 

“Consider spending money for sidewalks 
for the safety of our children,” Mears said. 

Akers said they can’t do it with Wayne 
County funds, but the township will look 
into it. 

Frazier restated: “Homeowners might be 
willing to do it.” She said as a realtor she 
knows having the road paved will increase 
the values of the homes along McBride. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board heard the second and third 
quarterly reports by Diane Kullis and 
Becky Ross on McBride’s status as a Focus 
School and how the district was working 
to get McBride Middle School out of that 
designation. The state requires these reports 
to be made to the board of education. 

A Focus School has a large achievement 
gap between the top and bottom 30% of 
students. The bottom 30% are now called 


Spotlight students, to take away the stigma 
of the previous designation. McBride was 
named a Focus School in 2014. 

Since the reports totaled 26 pages of 
information, Trustee Frazier complained 
that the presenters should have used a 
PowerPoint to project the information on 
the screen so members of the audience could 
understand what was being reported. 

“I take complete responsibility,” said 
Interim Superintendent Green. “This was 
a work study and usually we don’t have 
presentations at work study.” 

Kullis is the district’s Coordinator of State 
and Federal Grants and Ross is District 
Instructional Coach. Kullis had served 
as the district’s Curriculum Director and 
stayed on another year after her scheduled 
retirement last year at the request of 
the former superintendent to train new 
Curriculum Director Jeff Moore. Kullis 
will be retiring at the end of June.

Court Watching: 
Sumpter roller rink 


cases combined, reset 
to March 23 court date

The two men currently facing charges 
in the Halloween 2014 Sumpter roller 
rink stabbing and gunplay were in court 
together on March 9 for their preliminary 
exams. 

First, 34* District Court Judge David 
Parrott consolidated the two cases which 
will now move forward together. 

He also adjourned the joint preliminary 
exam until March 23. 

Santino Dominic Deleon, 24, a habitual 
offender from Saginaw, was brought from 
the Saginaw County Jail. 

Deleon had been represented by a court- 
appointed attorney, but now he has a 
retained attorney Rodney O’Farrell and 
the new attorney needs time to look at the 
evidence. 

Deleon’s co-defendant is Robert 
Kristopher Stilson, 26, who is being lodged

as; 
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in the Wayne County Jail on $500,000/10% 
bond. His attorney is retained attorney 
Sheldon Halpern. 

Both Deleon and Stilson are charged with 
assault with intent to murder, assault with 
intent to do harm less than murder, armed 
robbery, and felonious assault. 

Sumpter Township Police Detective John 
Toth said Cpl. John Ashby drove an SUV 
to Lansing earlier that morning to pick up 
the three witnesses — very large men -- who 
had been subpoenaed for the preliminary 
exam. 

Also, Sgt. Jim Cayce and Officer Jerry 
Cox drove to Saginaw to pick up Deleon 
at the jail 

Det. Toth said they will repeat the process 
on March 23. Judge Parrott had the three 
witnesses stand up in the courtroom and he 
told them the subpoena was in force for the 
March 23 date and emphasized that they 
had to be in court. 

Deleon is in custody in Saginaw since 
there reportedly are several other serious 
charges against him in that venue. A 
personal recognizance bond of $10,000 
was put in place on the Sumpter charges, 
but there is little chance he will be released 
by Saginaw. 

Earlier, Stilson’s attorney had asked for 
a reduction of bond and a pre-trial services 
report was prepared at circuit court. Judge 
Parrott gave a copy of the report to Halpern 
and the issue of bond was not discussed. 

The third codefendant in the Sumpter 
roller rink case was Ralph Rosas, 29, also 
of Saginaw who last summer was convicted

by a Wayne County Jury of assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder and armed robbery.

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Rep. Pagan working on 
new law banning coal 
tar sealants in Michigan 


State Rep. Kristy Pagan, who represents 
voters in Van Buren Township and the city 
of Belleville as well as Canton Township, 
said she is continuing to fight for the bill 
she introduced, House Bill 5174, that will 
prohibit the use and sale of coal-tar based 
products in Michigan. 

In her most recent newsletter, Rep. 
Pagan said, “Coal tar sealants, which are 
commonly used to seal driveways, parking 
lots and playgrounds, release a class of 
chemicals called polycyclic aromatic 


hydrocarbons (PAHs), some of which are 
carcinogenic and known to cause birth 
defects and cancer. 

“Coal-tar sealants also threaten our 
water systems and Great Lakes, as runoff 
due to rain can contaminate vital water 
sources. As the sealcoat weathers, dust 
from pavement is tracked into homes via 
shoes and clothing, and rain loosens PAH 
particles, which spread into soil, storm 
drains, lakes and rivers. 

“The Great Lakes region is particularly 
affected, with 50-75 percent of all PAHs 
found in sediments within the Great 
Lakes region shown to come from coal-tar 
sealcoat,” she said.

(c) Aperson shall not operate a vessel on the waters of this township when, due to the consumption of an intoxicating liquor or 
a controlled substance, or both, the person's ability to operate the vessel is visibly impaired. If a person is charged with 
violating subsection (a) of this section, a finding of guilty under this subsection may be rendered.

(4) Using any vulgar, indecent, obscene or offensive language or suggesting any lewd or lascivious act in the course of a 
conversation or message through the use of a telecommunications service or device. 
(5) Repeatedly initiating a telephone call and, without speaking, deliberately hanging up or breaking the telephone connection 
as or after the telephone call is answered. 
(7) Making an unsolicited commercial telephone call which is received between the hours of 9:00 p.m. and 9:00 a.m. For the 
purpose of this subsection (a)(7), "an unsolicited commercial telephone call" means a call made by a person or recording 
device, on behalf of a person, corporation, or other entity, soliciting business or contributions. 
(8) Deliberately engaging or causing to engage the use of telecommunications service or device of another person in a 
repetitive manner that causes interruption in the telecommunications service or prevents the person from utilizing his or her 
telecommunications service or device. 
An offense is committed under this section if the communication either originates or terminates, or both originates and 
terminates, in this state, and may be prosecuted at the place of origination or termination. 
As used in this section, the following definitions apply: 
(1) Telecommunications or telecommunications service mean any service lawfully provided for a charge or compensation to 
facilitate the origination, transmission, retransmission, emission, or reception of signs, data, images, signals, writings, sounds, 
or other intelligence or equivalence of intelligence of any nature over any telecommunications system by any method, 
including, but not limited to, electronic, electromagnetic, magnetic, optical, photo-optical, digital, or analog technologies. 
(2) Telecommunications device means any of the following: 
(i) Any instrument, device, card, plate, code, telephone number, account number, personal identification number, 
electronic serial number, mobile identification number, counterfeit number, or financial transaction device as defined 
in MCL 750.157m that alone or with another device can acquire, transmit, intercept, provide, receive, use, or 
otherwise facilitate the use, acquisition, interception, provision, reception, and transmission of any 
telecommunications service. 
(ii) Any type of instrument, device, machine, equipment, technology, or software that facilitates telecommunications 
or which is capable of transmitting, acquiring, intercepting, decrypting, or receiving any telephonic, electronic, data, 
internet access, audio, video, microwave, or radio transmissions, signals, telecommunications, or services, including 
the receipt, acquisition, interception, transmission, retransmission, or decryption of all telecommunications, 
transmissions, signals, or services provided by or through any cable television, fiber optic, telephone, satellite, 
microwave, data transmission, radio, internet based or wireless distribution network, system, or facility, or any part, 
accessory, or component, including any computer circuit, security module, smart card, software, computer chip, 
pager, cellular telephone, personal communications device, transponder, re ceiver, modem, electronic mechanism or 
other component, accessory, or part of any other device that is capable of facilitating the interception, transmission, 
retransmission, decryption, acquisition, or reception of any telecommunications, transmissions, signals, or services. 
(3) Telecommunications service provider means any of the following: 
(i) A person or entity providing a telecommunications service, whether directly or indirectly as a reseller, including, 
but not limited to, a cellular, paging, or other wireless communications company or other person or entity which, for a 
fee, supplies the facility, cell site, mobile telephone switching office, or other equipment or telecommunications 
service. 
(ii) A person or entity owning or operating any fiber optic, cable television, satellite, internet based, telephone, 
wireless, microwave, data transmission or radio distribution system, network, or facility. 
(iii) A person or entity providing any telecommunications service directly or indirectly by or through any distribution 
systems, networks, or facilities.

“People feel frustrated,” he said. “I came 
to two of the last three meetings and this 
board is not answering questions. This is 
the place to ask questions of our board we 
elected.” 

Michael Gentz asked the question that 
was on everybody’s mind: Are you going to 
reinstate the teachers? When and where? 

Milkulski said the statement does not 
indicate when and how. 

Kim Kowalksi said she didn’t see the 
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attorney available that evening and the 
audience was promised the attorney would 
be at this meeting. 

“We’re being put off again,” she said.
